Richard Gilson, 63, postmaster at 
Steubenville, former sheriff of. Jeffer­ 
son county and a leader in the Repub­ 
lican party in th e ' 18th district for 
25 years, died 
in his home, 1302 
Oregon 
avenue, 
Steubenville 
at 7 
o'clock this morning after an eight 
weeks’ illness of blood poisoning 
whic had been superinduced by a car­ 
buncle. 
He was born at Yellow Creek, Co­ 
lumbiana county, 
on 
December 15, 
1863, a son of James and Jane Kerr 
Gilson, and first worked as a brake­ 
man on the Cleveland and Pittsburgh 
railroad. While thus engaged he suffer­ 
ed the amputation of his right band. He 
next was employed as a telegraph op­ 
erator at Irondale, Rush Run and Ray­ 
land, Jefferson county. Afterwards he 
moved to Steubenville where he en­ 
tered politics. 
He was sheriff of Jefferson county 
for four years, and later was appoint­ 
ed sergeant-at-arms of the house of 
representatives, Columbus. 
He was 
also connected with the Steubenville 
water works department under Mayor 
George McLeish. 
He was appointed 
postmaster at Steubenville during tim 
administration of President Taft. Four 
years later he relinquished the post 
to a Democrat, appointed by Presi­ 
dent Wilson. He was reappointed by 
the late President Harding. 
Secretary to Congressman. 
Gilson was secretary to Congress­ 
man Frank Murphy for several years, 
giving up this place upon his appoint­ 


ment as postmaster. The secretaryship 
is now held by his brother. Charles 
Gilson. He was also chairman of the 
Jefferson County Republican Central 
committee for many years. 
He married Miss Susan McC&rroll 
of Irondale 39 years ago. He is sur­ 
vived by his widow and six children, 
Herbert of East Liverpool; Mrs. Rezen 
Morton and Mrs. Charles Roe, Steu­ 
benville; Mrs. Clarence Clark, Los 
Angeles; and Misses Edna and Helen 
Gilson, at home.

CATASTROPHE OCCURS JUST BEFORE 
LUNCH HOUR, TRAPPING VICTIMS 


Sand and Water Floods Every Nook and Cranny 
of Mine and Backs Up and Rises Within 175 
Feet of Surface, Killing Men Who are Caught 
Like Rats in Trap. 


ISHPEMING, Mich., Nov. 4.—Seven of tho 53 miners who 
were drowned bys cave-in of watery quicksand in tho Barnes- 
Hacker iron mines here yesterday, had been accounted foi 
early today. 
Their crushed and badly mangled bodies were recovered 
in No. 6 level oj tho North Lake mine, two miles from 
Barnes-Hacker shaft. 
The disaster was ono of the most unusual in the history of 
mining. A huge, hidden pocket of quicksand, broke through 
the mine shaft wall without warning, and poured down upon 
the workers, caught like rats in a trap oh the third and last 
level of tho mines, 1,600 feet below tho surface, 
The catastrophe ©ocurred Just before the noon lunch hour. 
Thirty minutes more aud the men would have been safe on 
.the! surface. 
Sweeping everything inuits 
the hundreds of tons of 
sand and water poured inlos0fciy hmm and cranny of tho mine. 
Its progress halted by tho stub cuds of the levels, it backed up 
until it had risen to wUliin 175 feet bf tho surface. 
Horror and Swiftness of Tragedy. 
The seven bodies recovered includ­ 
ed those of Captain William Tippett 
and William E. Hill, county mine in­ 
spector. 
From the bodies the rescu­ 
ers, were able to picture the horror 
and swiftness of the tragedy. 
The 
mon had apparently tried to outrun 
|he tushing torrent that came upon 
I M from behind. 
Officials of the mine declared there 
wasn’t one chance in a million that 
any of the miners in the workings at 
the time would be taken out alive. 
Today 
preparations 
were

made to sink a new shaft Into the 
mine, through the

Is hoped the bodies may be brought 
to the surface.

marksmen, on trial with two others 
tor murder in the Halls-MUls case.

Mn. Hoag, an elderly woman, with 
a sharp. Incisive voice, said that she 
now lives in East Orange bat four 
years ago she resided on a farm near 
De Bussey’s lane where the Rev. Ed­ 
ward. W. Hall and his choir singer, 
Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills,. were shot to 
death on the night of September 14, 
1922. 
She Heard Four Shots. 
“Did you hear or see anything un­ 
usual on the night of Sept 14, 1922? 
Senator Alexander Simpson, spedal 
prosecutor, asked the witness. 


’I did. That night I heard four 
shots.” 
“Did anything unusual-come to your 
attention at any time after the mur­ 
ders?” Simpson asked. 
“Yes, about a year after.” 
“Well, a man came to my place— 
“Can you identify that man?” Simp­ 
son asked. 
She rose from her seat, glanced 
around and then dramatically pointed 
to Henry Stevens. 
“Tell what occurred,” Simpson said. 
“Well,” she related, “Henry Stevens 
came to my place. He was alone and 


immaculately dressed. 
He wore a 
Panama hat. He did not look as it he 
was hiking. After asking me a few 
questions he suddenly said: - 
“ ‘Wasn't there a tragedy on this 
place?' 
"I leaped up, declaring that I knew 
nothing of a tragedy and rushed into 
the house. 
“He then left. As he passed near 
the spot where the bodies were found, 
he almost collapsed.” 
Mrs, Hoag said 
she remembered 
Henry Stevens because “his face made 
deep Impression on me.” 


Ralph Gorstine Called. 
Mrs. Hoag was then excused and 
Ralph Gorslioe, vestryman who ad­ 
mits he was in De Itussey’s lane the 
night of the murder, with a girl com­ 
panion, was next called to the etand. 
Gorslioe UU thin vestryman in tho 
slain Dr. Edward W- H air. church, 
denied on the witness stand that he 
bad seen or spoken to Henry Stevens 
on the Phillips farm the night four 
years ago when the rector and his 
choir singer were shot to death. 
He told of going to the scene which 
was a “lovers’ lane 
at abonL 


an tbe night of the -double murder. He 
was accompanied, he testified, by Miss 
Catherine RastalL He parked his car 
near the famous crabapple tree where 
the murders were committed. Soon he 
heard the mumbling of voices, a shot, 
a woman’s scream, then three shots— 
and then moans. 
“Didn’t you ever tell a man that you 
wmw In the lane that night and that 
you taw there Henry Stevens and 
that he said to you: *061 to hell out of 
here,’ and fired two shots into the 
ground?”

Hiui-p- 
son asked. 
She rose from her scat, glanced 
around and then dramatically pointed 
to Henry Stevens. 
“Tell what occurred.” Simpson said. 
“Well,” she related, “Henry Stevens 
came to my place. He was alone and 


immaculately dressed.

WASHINGTON, D. CV, Nov. A.—No 
one phase of modern public school, 
education la attracting more atteu- j 
Hon at the present tim e'than the new j 
system of ability grouping of children, ‘ 
especially in the larger cities. 
About none, however, are there 
less authoriativo 
and 
informative 
data available, for the reason that no 
agency has as yet brought together j 
statistics on a large scale to show the 
results attained and that the figures 
that aro available have not been com­ 
piled upon uniform bases so as to ad­ 
mit of unimpeachable analyses ana 
deductions. 
This is regarded as unfortunate by 
leading educators who are unreserv­ 
edly “sold’ on the new system, but 
who find it difficult in some cases to J 
Bell it lo conservative school boards 
and to taxpayers and parents, who, 
in many instances, In the absence of 
conclusive proof as to the merits of 
the innovation have criticised or con 
domned it before seeing it tried out. 
Ability grouping of school children 
means, if carried to its logical con 
elusion, t he segregating of the bright. 
average, dull, and subnormal, or a typ­ 
ical. 
pupils; giving them work on 
the basis of their mental and physical 
ability, and expecting 
results 
from 
them In proportion to iheir ability. 
As practically applied in many cases 
it means the dividing of the children 
in a given grade iuto "bright” and 
“dull” groups. 
This terminology Is unfortunate In 
that it Invites antagonism from non-, 
understanding parents. Fathers and 
mothers instinctively 
resent having 
their children classed as “dull.” Mr. 
and Mrs. Jones will admit that their 
Johnny is backward, or a plodder, but 
they will insist that if he has the 
right kind of a teacher he can keep 
up with his class, and that It is the 
fundamental duty of tho schools To 
provide tho right kind of teachers. 
At any rate, they want their Johnny 
to have a chance to show what he 
can do along with tho boys and girls 
of Ids age. 
Different Kinds of Ages. 
And when an attempt- is made to 
talk to such parents about Johnny's 
IQ bis 
Intelligence 
quoitent—they 
not infrequently go straight up in the

Illinois Jurist Charged 
With Bankruptcy

WASHINGTON. Nov. 4.—George W. 
English, federal judge for the eastern 
district of Illinois, who was to face 
an im peachment trial before the sen­ 
a te on Nov. IO. today subm itted his 
resignation to President Coolidge. 
It will mean th at English will es­ 
cape the trial, full preparations for 
which already have been made. 
English's resignation was brought 
to the W hite House by Edward C- 
K ram er, of E ast St. Louis, IU., his 
chief counsel. 
President Coolidge accepted it Im 
mediately. 
It is not believed that the govern 
m eet will attem pt to prosecute English 
Mn the Courts, as the departm ent of 
Justice was said to feel th at his resig­ 
nation in face of an im peachm ent 
trial was sufficient punishm ent. 
In the articles of im peachment from 
the house, English was charged with 
participating In a bankruptcy ring. 
with favoritism, and unruly conduct on 
the bench. 
Eight Precedes Impeachment. 
A long and b itter fight resulted in 
the house before it voted 
impeach 
ment. 
A house com m ittee conducted 
hearings in E ast St. Louis, English’s 
-home. 
English has not sat on the bench 
styce his Im peachment by the bouse 
la s t spring. 
Rumors 
of 
English's 
resignation 
have been current here for some time. 
They first bobbed up when William 
F. Zumbrunn, counsel for the KU Kins 
Klan, resigned as a mem ber of the 
defense legal staff. 
Although It will not sit as a court 
of 
impeachment, the 
senate 
must 
meet on Nov. IO. The resolution adopt­ 
ed last sum m er called for convening 
at 12:30 o’clock on next W ednesday, 
and there is no way now th at this or­ 
d er can be blocked. 
The adjournm ent resolution did not 
specifically call for a special meeting 
to Jbold the trial, and senate attaches 
pointed out today that the senate, if 
it dc&ires, may do business. The chan­

promptly adjourn to meet regularly on 
bec. 6.
